A Fraud Upon Congress. 

Ejght hundred tons of white paper were 
used in printing the eighth annual report 
of the Commissioner ot Agriculture. Halt 
a ton would have been an abundance, so 
far as the public good ia concerned, and at 
least two-thirds of that would have been 
little or no beiier than thrown away. Two 
hundred and twenty-five thousand copies 
ot the report were printed, and of these, 
two hundred thousand copies are for the 
use of members of Cong:ess. This will 
enable our national legislators to throw a 
large quantity of waste paper upon the 
market between the present time and the 
4th of March next, on which day the 
Forty-first Congress winds up its-career 
on earth. The members of that body are 
entiticd to about 791 tons of this valuable 
and interesting report, and their share, at 

.two cents per pound, or fory dollars per 
ton, which is a low esimate, will yield 
them, at the paper mill, the snug | ‘tle ag- 
gregate of upwards of $30,000 in coo; 
eash—dquite enough to enable each mem- 
ber to cariy home to the confiding partner 
of his bocom a blue silk, and his ten- 
yeare old, a new pair of boots, 
withont trenchirg upon the remnant 
of hissalary. In these facts and figures 
lies the great national blessing og the Az- 
ricultural Bureau, and in these facts and 
figures alone. By a hittle judicious man- 
agement that blessing might be very 
greatly enhanced. Let usmakea rough 
estimate of tie cost of the two hundred 
thousand copies of the report which go to 
swell the volume of the waste-paper of 
Congress. The white paper, we'll -say, 
costs the Government $250,000: the com- 
position, pre=:-work an‘ binding, $50,0C0; 
making a total of $200,000, Now, if you 
will subiract the $30,000 tor which Con- 
gress ce'ls the work to the paper-maker, 
you will perceive that there is left the 
large sum of $270,009, everycent of which 
is not a bit better than thrown away. 
Then, the quection is, why doe-n’t the 
Govecnment give exch member oi Con- 
grecs acheck for hi: per ce: a share of 
this $000,000, instexd of expending it in 
the manufacture of waste paper, that will 
bring him, in the Washingion market, not 
more than one-tenth of the sum t> which 
he is entitled, or would be entitled, if the 
direct payment system were adopted? It 
is true, the adopt‘on of this systom would 
be a virtual abolition of the 
Bureau. leaving the Commissioner nothing 
to do but twirl his official thumbs and 
draw his salary, and, besides, would throw 
a bundred or two of truly loyal members 
of the party of great moral ideas out ot

employment; but we submit it to a candid 
public that jt would be better to bring on 
even such a clamity as this than t> go 
onas We are now doing and compel the 
Corgress of the United States to suffer 
and grozn under an annu-! swind!e ct io 
hendred and seventy thovsand dollars.

No wonder that all Congressmen be- 
come poverty-sti.cken beiore the end of 
their term, and ere forced to go direct to 
the poor-house irom the counc'l halls of 
the nation. The inzenuity of the Gevera- 
ment in de’raudiag them out of their 
honest dues is as wonderiul as it.4s des- 
picable and damnable. Such an institution 
as the Aevicultural Breau, which costs 
the country several millions a yer, which 
does nothing but furiish a farmer here and 
there a packaze or two of scods that rarely 
ever come up when planted, and are a 
nuisance when they do come up; and 
which inflicts an annue! swirdie of more 
than a quarter of a million of dollars upoa 
an impoverished and unoffending Coa- 
gress, should be abolished at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Ot course the Commissioner will be at no 
loss to determine what to do with the 
25,000 copies of his report that are lef. upon 
h’s hands. He has been in the business long 
enough to krow that waste-puper is never 
a drug in the market.

The staf T saneinentte Report. 

The ennual report of James W. Tave, 
Treasurer of the State of Kentucky, for 
the year included within the dates Ociober 
10, 18C%, and October i0, 1870, has ap-— 
peared. It is a documeat of forty pages, 
siuffed with figures trom beginning to end. 
A few words of explanation from the 
Treasurer would not have been. amiss, 
to explam briefly the debt of the 
State and what measures are in progress to 
liquidate it. Left to ourselves, however, 
to glean what we can from this great field 
oi figures, we find that at the time of the 
first date given above there was a cash 
balance of sex. hundred and twenty-two 
thousand and seventeen dollars in the 
treasury. One year afier that date, 
the receipts in the mean time 
being two millions one hundred and seven 
thousand one hundred and forty-eight 
dollars, and the expenditures two milhon 
two huudred and twenty-one thousand ard 
eightien dollars, there was a cash balance 
ot five hundred and eight thousand one 
bundred and forty-seven dollars in the 
trensury. The sinking fund had to its 
credit, October 11, 1869, three hundred and 
fiity-six thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-three dollars; but at the expiration 
of a year had to its credit four hundred 
and tbree thousand eight hundred and 
five dollars. Some of the items of the 
expenditures are noteworthy. The State 
paid out during the last year, for the de- 
st:uction of wild animals,red and gray foxes, 
wild-cats and wolves, over fourtcen thon- 
sand dollars. The two lunatic asylums, sup. 
ported by the State, cost the Common. 
wealth nearly one hundred and twenty-ttvo 
thousand dollars, while over foriy-four 
thousand dollars were spent for the main- 
tenance and insiruction of idiots and the 
feeble-minded; quite a sum, one would 
think, considering the great number of 
both clagses still at large in our community. 
The Institution for the Blind and ihe House 
of Reform received each nearly eleven 
thousand dollars, and the Asylum for the 
Deat and Dumb over fifteen thousand, 
The school fund atsorbed about hali a 
million of the revenue, while the expenses 
ot the Legislature were not eighty-five 
thousand dollars. Upon the whole, we 
th:ink the report exhibits a very fair condi- 
tion of our State finances, that seem to be 
administered wiih fidelity and economy.

Sinking of the Steamers Nick Wall, 
Glendale and Iilineis. 


TWENTY LIVES Lost. 


£?. Lous, Dec. 21 -—~A priva’e di-piteh from 
the clerk of the steamer Nick Wall, which struck 
a‘nag near Grand Lake, Sunday night, says 
twenty lives were lost, but mentions no names. 
They were probably deck passengers. The boat 
was valued at $22,000; insurance $15,000. She 
was laden with 3,000 barrels of four and a large 
lot of assorted freight for Red river. 

Tne steamer Glendale, hence for Pittsburg, 
Jaden with two bundred tons of tron ore, a lo: of 
pia metal and flour, sunk at Turkey Island, sixty 
miles below here, Saturday night. Less not af- 
certained. 

The steamer Iilinots, which left Keokuk Monday 
for &t. Louis, grounded near the month of Illinois 
river, and fears are entertained that she will be 
cut down by ice. 

MEMPATIS, Dec. 21.—The Nick Wall, which met 
with ibe disaster at Grand Lake, on Sunday 
night, took on board seventy-four passengers 
here, principally North Carolinians and Georgi- 
ang, en rovte to Texas. 

VICKSBURG, Dec. 21.—The Nick Wall, from St, 
Leuls for Vicksburg, struck aspag on Sunday 
night, at Grand Lake. The cabia fell in and 
floated four miles and isa total less. The hal! ts 
tied up at Marviaad landing. The freight ts 
badly damaged. There were one bundred and 
twenty deck and fifteen cabin passengers on 
bosrd. Seventeen dead bodies have been recoy- 
ered. Many o bers are supposed to be lost. 
Charley MeClvre was drowned.
